He recall’d thofe who had been fent 
into Banifhment, and, among the reft, Dun/ffan, who 
was made Archbifhop of Canterbury; a very lcarned 
Man, and one that had a great tafte and love for the 
Sciences. #dcar pardon’d feveral Criminals, who had

7 That they fhould bring him a certain Number 
of Wolves Tongues, in Feegeeres to the Enormity of 
their Crimes. He deprived all thofe Perfons of the 
Title of King, tow hom his Predeceffors had granted 
it; but left them the Poffeffion of their Territories, 
upon Condition that they fhould do him Homage for 
them, and pay the ufual ‘Tribute.

A. Being one Day hunting tn a Foreft, he happen'd 
to ftray from his A:tendants; and wandering up and 
down, he arrived>at laf& at a Country Seat, (of his 
Step-mother’s E/frifa) call’d Corwefgate, or Cor/- 
caftle, inthe Hand of Purbeck, according to Camébdin 
This cruel Princefs, who faw him coming at a Di- 
ftance, order’d one of her Servants co kill him ; and 
the better to affect it, fhe ran out to meet him with a 
{miling Countenance. ‘The King telling her that he 
was a-thirit, fhe commanded fome Wine to be brought 
him; but jaft as he was beginning to drink, this 
wicked Woman gave him two deep Wounds in the 
Body with a Dagger.

‘Kate Or Employment to fupport them, they impeach 
their Reputations, and lay them irrecoverably under 
tie Sulpcion of Cheats or Thieves, Gamefters, or 
Coiners of Money or Bills; for all Men mutt fay, 
“cy Rave Lome Way of Living, and where a good one 
uot vihble, an ill one will be preflumed. Asweare 
* tading People then, a Peftilence may not prove 
‘ore fatal to our natural Bodies, than.the Difcafe of 
“slavagance, oran irrational love of Pleafure, to our

An Account of the OTT E R. 


The Orter is fuppofed to be of the Cafor or Bea- 
wer Kind, being, like it, an amphibious Creature, 
and living both in the Water and on Land ; befides 
that, the Refemblance, in Point of Shape, is fuch, as, 
were his Tail off, he would, in all Refpeds, be like 
the Beaver, differing in nothing but Habitation; the 
Beaver frequenting le the falt Water and the frefh, 
but the Orrer only the freth. 

Tho’ the Oster lives much in the Water, he does 
not breathe like Fifhes, but after the Manner of four- 
footed Animals.—He is web footed, like our Water- 
fowl, and can endure to be under Water a long time 
without Refpiration; and yet in fifhing he is frequent- 
ly found to pop up his Nofe for Breath.—He has an 
admirable Smell, whereby he will dire&tly wind a 
bith in the Water a Mile ortwo off; and is a mott 
pernicious Beatt ta.a Fifh-pond, his Dexterity at di- 
ving, and hunt:ng under Water, being fuch, that fearce 
any Fifh elfcape him; if by pa:nful hunting afhore 
he cannot fill his Belly, he will feed on Herbs, Snails 
or Frogs; he will {wima fifhing two Miles together, 
always againit the Stream, that, when his Belly is full, 
the Current may carry him down again to his Lodg- 
ing, Which is near the Water, artificially buile with 
Boughs, Sprigs, and Sticks, couched together in fine 
Order, not much unlikethe Beawer’s. 

The Fleth of this Beaft is cold and fifhy, as feeding 
on ftinking Fifh ; for which Reaion it is not eaten a- 


ty common Food ; and the Carthufan Friars, who are 
forbidden to eat all Manner of Fleth, are allow’d this. 
Some, in England, have, of late, faid much in praife 
of Orter Pie. 

The Otter is to be hunted by particular Dogs, ca}- 
led Orter Hounds, and alfo, with fpecial Inftruments 
called Orter Spears.—To find him out, fome are 
go on one Side of the River, and fome on the other ; 
beating all the Way on the Banks, with the Dogs fol- 
lowing.--Thus it is foon found, if there be an Ofte, 
in that Quarter ; for the Otser cannot endure long in 
the Water, but muft come forth to make his Spraints ; 
and in the Night, fometimes, to feed on Grafs, and 
other Herbs. If the Hounds find an Orter, look in 
the foft and moift Places, to learn by the Prints which 
Way he bent his Head : If thefe make no Difcovery, 
it may be partly perceived by the Spraints. This 
done, follow the Hounds, and lodge him as a Hart 
or Deer. 

The Orter always endeavours to keep to the Water, 
where he is Matter In hunting him, therefore, 
you are to be ready with your Spears, to watch his 
Vents, for that is the cnief Advantage. If you per- 
ceive where he{wims under Water, ftrive to fet a 
Stand before him, where you expeét he will vent, and 
there endeavour to ftrike htm with the Spear: If you 
mifs, purfue him with the Hounds, which if they be 
good, and well entered, will come chaunting and trail- 
ing along by the River Side, but beat every Tree- 
Root, every Ofier Bed, and Tuft of Bulrufhes ; nay, 
fometimes they will take the Water, and beat it like 


a Spaniel, by which Means the Oster can hardly ef- 
ca | 


If the Beaft finds himfelf wounded with a Spear, 


he makes to Land, where he will maintain a furious 
Battle with the Dogs.

Chronological Diary of Foreign and Domeftic Affairs. 


FOREIGN AFFATIRS. 
Alicant, Dec. 05. 

HE Dutch Ship, the Crew whereof fome 

Time fince mutiny’d, as has before been inti- 
mated, was called the Cornelia ; the was commanded 
by Capt. Lyen, and bound for Genoa and Leghorn ; 
fix of the Crew arrived here the 4th, and immediate- 
Jy repaired tothe Durch Conful, before whom they 
made, upoa Oath, the following Declaration: ¢ That 
‘ on the 30th of November, about ‘Ten o’Clock in 
« the Evening, being off the Ifland of Ivica, nineGe- 
‘ noefe Paffengers, who were on board, had quarrel- 
* led with the Captain, and had killed him and his 
‘ Son, had afterwards maflacred the Mate, and 
“ wounded the Pilot: That the Ship’s Crew, upon 
this, allembling, had kihed in the Scuffle three of 
thefe Pafiengers, and obliged the fix others to take 
Shelter under Deck, where they were fhut up by 
the Crew; ‘That the next Day, about Three 
o’Clock in the Afternoon, the Sailors, judging by 
the Smoak which arofe from below Deck, that the 
Ship had been fet on Fire, determined to fave them- 
felves by the Jittle Challoupe ; that foon after they 
had quitted the Ship they faw her al! on Fire, and 
blow up; and that they had with Difficulty arrived 
upon the Coatt haif dead with Hunger and Fatigue, 


“XC. 
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Wiiltt the Conful was examining thefe Sailors, a 
NMeflage came from the Governor, who had heard of 
this horrible Affair, requiring that they fhould be de- 





liver'd up tohim. But the Conful anfwered, that as 
this Event was circumftanced, he mutt, in the firé 
Place, give an Account of it to their High Might- 
nefles. ‘To which tae Meflenger reply’d, that hi 
Orders were, incate of Refufal, to bring them away 
by Force, having a Company of Grenadiers for that 
Purpofe at the Door. So that the Conful was under 
a Necefiity of conforming thereto. 

The Day following a French Ship bound to Mar- 
feilles came into this Port, and had on board the fix 
Genoefe above-mentioned, who publifh’d the follow- 
ing Relation : ‘ That on the 30th of November, be- 
‘ ing between Decks, they heard the Captain and his 
* Son cry out Murder, upon which one of their Com- 
‘ panions going up to fee what was the Matter, was 
‘ immediately thrown into the Sea, and foon aftera 
‘ fecond, and then a third. That the Mate, ina lit 
‘ tle time after, coming down between Decks, to do 
‘them a Mifchief, as they apprehended, was fhot 
‘ dead by one of them. They afterwards fhut them- 
‘ felves up in the Captain’s Cabbin, where they were 
* prefently attack’d by the Pilot and Carpenter, who 
* perceiving that they could not get into them, con- 
‘ tented themfelves with guarding them from gomg 
‘out. That the next Day, about Five o’Clock 
‘ the Evening the Paffengers having remain’d, during 
‘ all that time, in this terrible Situation, refolved to 
* go out of the Cabbin, hearing no Noife made by 
‘ the Crew, and awhile afterwards perceiving that 
the Ship was on Fire, they were reduced to tie Ne- 


‘ ceflity of throwing themfelves into the Sea, a! oe 
: « they 
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« they were taken up by the Chaloupe, of a French 
« Ship, which happily came in Sight of them in that 
‘ Time of Diftrets.’ 

After this Declaration the Dutch Sailors were more 
firidly confined, and the Genoefe were fecured. The 
Day the youngelt of the Sailors, who was a Boy about 
fourteen, Was examined apart, who deciared that the 
Mate and the Carpenter were the principal Authors 
of this Mutiny, having thrown the Captain, his Son, 
and the three Genoelfe into the Sea. ‘The Pilotafter- 
wares confefied the fame ‘Thing. 

The Genoefe Paflengers further declared, that fome 
Days before this Murder, the Captain complain’d that 
he had been robb’d of Part of his Cargo; and that 
pon his Arrival at Genoa he faid he would bring the 
Viilainsto an Account. ‘This makes 1: imagined, that 
the Perfons concern’d in this Robbery, were reiolv’d 
to prevent his bringing them to Punifhment. 


LONDON, Jan. 27. 
Extra@ of a Letter from on board the Sea-Horfe, in 
Cadiz Bay, Dec. 30, 1749. 

A melancholy Accident happen’d to us on Chrift- 
mas Day laft; our Gunner, a very worthy fenfible 
Gentleman, and our Surgeon’s two Mates, were 
crowned; after Dinner they had got into a {mall 
oat, with an Intention to vifit St. Rook, but the 
Spanith Officer not permitting them to land they were 
yeturning on board, and were very nigh the Ship, 
when in putting the Boat about they forgot to re- 
move from the Windward-fide to the Leeward, which 
occafioned her filling with Water, and overfetting. 
The Gunner, Mr. Holbrook, and Curgeon’s Mate, 
Mr. Ganelly, were foon taken up, and buried at Gi- 
braltar; the Body of the other Mate, Mr. Young, 
could not be found. The Gunner loft his Life in fav- 
ins his Son’s, of 13 Years of Age, who was in the 
Boat with him.
